He is also right 
when he says that without government 
spending the country would have been 
ruined. His critics weaken themselves 
when they attempt to deny these facts. 


Government's Case Extremely Weak 
But whether- the government spend- 


ing has produced any "real" recovery 
is another matter. Whether the spend- 
ing had been wise is also another story. 
And even more important is the ques- 
tion whether the policies accompany- 
ing government spending have been 
calculated to aid recovery. On these 
points tho verdict must be against the 
govorn'm'ent. 


Private investment is essential to the 


functioning of the capitalist system. 
The government spending program was 
designed to take the place of private 
investment. Now private investment 
had completely collapsed by 1931. This 
was not the fault of the government, 
but of the folly of private business pre- 
ceding that collapse. Two great prob- 
lems faced the nation as a result. One 
was to reform the abuses which had 
fouled the system. The other was to 
stimulate recovery, 


Many, like the writer, urged that 


reform should come first, that it should 
be directed at essentials and should be 
carried through swiftly. Then recov- 
ery should be in order. 


The necessity for carrying through 


essential reforms swiftly is obvious 
since a commercial system cannot pos- 
sibly flourish in the midst of contin- 
uous reform. 


This, however, was not done. An 


example is the fact that only now is 
the administration getting around to 
Wall Street and the Exchange. 


A Possibility of Private 


Investment. 


With the system reformed and the 


public apprised that reform was at an 
end and that government would then 
devote its energies to consolidating 
and stabilizing the system, private in- 
vestment might have been resumed. 


Instead almost everything in the 


world was done to introduce uncer- 
tainty into affairs—the half-baked, ill-

essary loose talk—big talk—about do- 
ing things he never had any intention 
of doing. 


The spending program was unavoid- 


able. But it was never intelligently 
planned. The same stimulation could 
have been obtained with'' half the 
money. 


But worst of all was the attempt to 


use the spending program to bolster 
prices, and to create the impression 
that tho spending program would be 
used to regulate and direct the eco- 
nomic system. 


This created the greatest fear of all 


—the fear of inflation. 


In the atmosphere created by the 


President private investment was ut- 
terly impossible.

noon at Guntor Brothers sawmill at 
Hope which closed operations Thurs- 
day morning. 


State Labor Commission Ed I. Mc- 


Kinley ot Little Rock and G. E. War- 
ren of Indianapolis, Ind., representa- 
tive of the United Brotherhood of 
Carpenters and Joiners of America, 
met Friday afternoon with executives 
of the mill and discussed both sides 
of the case. 


Following the conference, Commis- 


sioner McKinley and Frank P. Gunter, 
spokesman for the lumber company, 
issued statements which said they had 
met in a friendly discussion and laid 
the ground-work for- future hearings. 


We hope to get closer together at 


the next meeting," was Mr. McKin- 
ley's comment. 


"There was no real attempt made to 


settle the labor strife at the first meet- 
ing—but was held to hear a general 
discussion of the case," Mr. Gunter 
said. 


The picket line, maintained since 


about 5:30 a. m. Thursday when 200 
members of the local union of car- 
penters and joiners surrounded the 
mill and, blockaded entrances', had been 
reduced Saturday morning to ap- 
proximately 50 men. 


The pickets, grouped around fires 


along the roadside of the sawmill, have 
been at theil posts both day and night. 


When Guntcrs Brothers purchased 


the mill they immediately closed it 
for repairs, automatically throwing 
57 men empldycd by J. R, Williams out 
of work. 


The new owners, beginning opera- 


tions for the first time Tuesday ot 
this week, started on a curtailed sched- 
ule with a crew of 24 men from their 
null at McNab and four former Wil- 
liams employes.

trouble broke out, two of the four 
former Williams men have joined the 
picket line, according to W. F. Hutch- 
ens AFL representative of Hope and 
leader of the pickets.

Social'Center ' 


In the days gone by her home was 


often the center of many social gath- 
erings. The young folk for miles and 
miles-around would come to feast from 
her long table always filled with all 
kinds of good old-fashioned foods and 
to gather around her large, rectangular 
piano in the living room to sing the 
tunes of the day with "Uncle Joe" and 
his four daughters. "Aunt SaUie" had 
a large family and there was always 
company, but she never failed to find 
room for all who came to the house- 
hold. When her brother's wile died, 
she took liis only child to raise. 


"Aunt Sallie and "Uncle Joe" toiled 


and worshiped daily and were happy. 
There were the great broad fields 
yielding bountifully, the orchard fill- 
ing bins with fruits of all kinds, and 
the garden filling the pantry. It was a 
plantation operated by a master and a 
mistress whose hearts were over-flow- 
ing with kindness and generosity for 
all who came by. 


Then, on September 28, 1911, as "Un- 


cle Joe" worked at his gin on his farm 
liis right arm was caught in a gin bel 
and lorn from his body. He died frtfm 
a loss of blood before medical ak 
could be obtained. 


"Aunt Sallie," who has always had a 


reputation of being valiant as the 
bravest warrior on the battle field 
bore her troubles bravely and wen 
right on running the farm and rearing 
the family. The children who were 
not married resumed the responsibili- 
ties of their father.

About twenty years ago cataracts 


began to grow over "Aunt Sallie's" 
eyes. Realizing her«condition, she con- 
sented to an operation whicja provec 
unsuccessful. Gradually her sight be- 
came dimmer and dimmer, and for the 
past 15 years she has been almost to- 
tally blind. She can see the light from 
a window, but that is all. 


No victim of circumstances 
was 


"Aunt Sallie"! Thoroughly familiar 
with her home and everything in il 
she was soon able to make }ier way 
around the place and do many things 
that she wanted to do. "I can't see, 
but I can hear and feel; so I can keep 
busy," she would exclaim. H,ow she 
enjoyed working in her garden doing 
such things as gathering beans or 
peas! When she was in the hciuse she 
could sit and do many little jpbs that 
helped her to pass away the tiriXe. if 
she could not find something to do for 
her own househould, she thought of 
her neighbor and helped them in any 
way she could.

Her 
radio, bringing her the news, music, 
and sermons of the world, has been a 
source of innumerable joys for her. 


Many who visit her for the first time 


are surprised to learn that she has 
never drunk coffee and that she does 
not use snuff. "I have never 'drunk 


coffee, but I used to dip snuff," she 
explains, "but when the children were 
small," I realized' that dipping snuff 
was only a hapit which was doing mte 
no good. Cetermined to quit dipping, 
I put by snuff box where I could see it 
any time I wished and resolved riot to 
use it any more.

.management plans worked out by the 
Soil Cbnseryation Service. This higher 
price .is due to the lower costs of 
handling only large trees and to the 
higher quality of timber obtained from 
such trees."-' 
' Mr. Keith made a special offer of 
$5.50 per thousand board feet stump- 
pge for the selectively marked timber 
on the woodland of one cooperator 
With the Soil Conservation Service 
Project at Hope, Arkansas. 


This same stand of timber, if cut to 


a diameter limit of ten inches, would 
bring only ?3, to ?350 per thousand 
board feet stumpage Following this 
iame woodland a little further brings 
put the following contrast between 
the usual 'practice of cutting all trees 
ten inches and larger against logging 
selectively on an annual basis or a 
five-year cutting cycle as recom- 
mended by foresters of the Soil Con- 
servation Service.

the owner to receive additional income
